CLEVELAND, 0., Nov. 9.— The confer- 


ence of Presbyterian ministers and 
laymen concluded their deliberations 
at 2 p m. to-day and adjourned sine 
die. After adjournment they took up 
the task of embodying the conclusions 
of the conference in a set of resolu- 
tions, met at the Stillman. The com- 
mittee consisted of Rev. Dr. K. W. Pat- 
terson, of Chicago; Eev. Dr. John P. 
Effbert, of St. Paul, Minn.; Kev. Dr. 
Brown, of Sew York city; Rev. Dr. A. 
8. Fiske, of Ithaca, N. Y.; Dr. E. E. 
White, of Columbus; Rev. Dr, Nelson 
Millard, of Rochester, N. Y., and Rev. 
Dr. Hiram C. Hayden, of Cleveland. 
The following resolutions were then 
prepared: 


We trie undersigned ministers and eldera of 


the Presbyterian church In the United St»te» 
ot America, being seriously concerned In view 
of certain facts and tendencies in our church, 
hereby make the fol'owinK statement- 
First— We believe that the general assembly 


has no right to Impose upon tbe onurch with 
doctrinal stawments under thoguiae ol Inter- 
pretation, -whether by deliverance or through 
judicial process, and lurtherthat interpreta- 
tion ot doctrine by We courts of the church 
ought always to be strictly within the letter of 
the standards and with sacred regard to the 
tread and generous terms of tbe reunion of 
J870Second— We believe that tho most scrupulous 
care should be used in all trials for doctrinal 
divergencies from the standards, especially 
now when a large majority of the presbyteries 
have expressed, alter much deliberation, their 
dissatisfaction with om-Confesslonof Faith, aa 
it stands, their desire lor its revision and a 
majority of them, their desire for a new creed 
"We view with grave concern procedures, at 
such a time, conducted to severest sentence by 
what seems to us interpretations of our stand 
ards, strained beyond their letter and far be- 
yond any Just regard for the compact of the 
reunion 


Third— We believe that no court of our church

QUEBEC, Can., Nov. 10.—The Quebec

HAVANA, Cuba, Nov. 10,-An upris- 


ing took place Saturday night near 
Las Crncis, in the province of Santa 
Clara, but it was soon squelched. 
Twenty-five men raised the war cry, 
entered the town, overpowered the 
guards, captured the armory, provided 
themselves with arms and proceeded 
toward the town of Flacetas. They 
were reinforced en route by several 
hundred men. The government troops 
were called out and in two skirmishes 
several men were killed.

of one or two phrases in our book of dis- 
cipline, as meaning that o prosecuting com- 
rnittef should become, from tho moment it en- 
ters on its work independent of the court 
•which appointed it, capable of living on, even 
after the indicatory has died, and of prose- 
cuting otter the judicatory has atauittea, is a 
strained interpretation leading logically to 
many absurdities and easily to miscarriages of 
justice 
If those phrases are fairly susceptible 


of such interpretation they ought to be elim 
inated from the book 


Fifth— We believe that it is no part of the 


constitutional uowor of tho church to force 
God lenrinR men to \\itMraw thcmsolve-! from 
its ministry or eldership because tliey cannot 
accept as bimUnp upon them interpretations of 
doctrine whUliaH' outside the later ol tho

which accept the essentially necessary articles 
of our common faith, acknowledging the Lord 
Jesus as divine master and saviour, and the 
Bible »s the only infallible rule of faith and 
practice. 
Seventh-Wo call upon all Presbyterians U> 


stanp together In defense of reasonable liberty 
of opinion in the church and of the constitu- 
tional rights ol individual members where- 
'ever assailed, and we heartily approve of the 
protest ot Dr Herrick Johnson, Dr. Nicholas 
and eightj three others, at the last general as- 
sembly. 
Eight— We do most urgently counsel our 


brethren, who may be perplexed concerning 
their duty, to abide by the communion and 
service of the church, assured that ia so do- 
ing, they remain well within their constitu- 
tional rights.

Wright, the wealthy em- 
ployment agent, while robbing her in 
her office on September 9, was found 
guilty of murder in the first degree in 
the criminal court last night.

case went to the jury at 9 o'clock and 
thirty minutes later they returned a 
verdict of guilty. 


Harry Jones and John Bartchey, ac- 


complices in the murder, will be tried 
at the next term of court. The crime 
was an atrocious one. Clark, Jones 
and Martchey, all 
of whom were 


crooks, entered Mme. Wright's office, 
in the very heart of the city, at 6 
o'clock in "the evening, knocked her 
senseless, strangled her to death and 
stole 1500, which their victim had con 
cealed about her person.

—Fried Tomatoes.— Mix on a platter 


four tablespoonfuls of flour, half tea- 
spoonful of salt, and a small saltspoon- 
ful of white pepper, ivash some large, 
firm tomatoes, wipe them dry on a 
clean towel and slice them half an 
inch thick, laying- the slices in the flour 
as they are cut and turning them over 
to cover them with flour. Put a large 
frying pan over the fire, with two 
heaping tablespoonfuls each of butter 
and lard, and as soon as the fat bub- 
bles, put in slices of tomatoes to cover 
the bottom of the pan. When one side 
is brown, turn the slices carefully with 
a cake turner or broad knife, in order 
to avoid breaking them, and brown the 
other side. Use enough fat to prevent 
burning, and when the tomatoes are 
done serve them on toast.— Farm. Field

RUSTIC REMEDIES. 


"Simples" Which Country Folks Believe 
Arc Better Than Doctor's Stun*. 


"When the Adirondack native be- 


comes afflicted with any of the numer- 
ous small ills which make mankind 
wretched," said the returned summer 
visitor, "he does not waste much time 
on doctors, but goes straight to the 
woods or his attic for nature's own 
remedies There is one old man whom 
I have met with, packbasket on shoul- 
der and shears and a rough board stool 
in his mittened hands, going after yar- 
row, 
which, dried, is a standby for 


coughs when it has been made into a 
wicked looking brew. 
ilr-balsara, 


coaxed drop by drop from the 'blisters* 
which swell on the balsam fir at moon- 
fall, is a sovereign remedy for lung and 
chest complaints. 


"Gravel weed, by which name they 


insult trailing arbutus, is excellent for 
the complaint which gives it its name; 
and bladder root has a desirable effect 
on the kidneys and neighboring or- 
gans. Sage tea, containing a little 
summer savor}, is efficacious for worms 
in children, for which belmonia, 
steeped, is also used. Sunflower seeds, 
steeped, strained and sweetened with 
molasses, will cure the 'whoop' in 
whooping cough. Horseradish leaves, 
wilted and bound on the face and back 
of the neck, will drive away neuralgia, 
and a nutmeg, bored, and tied about 
the neck, will keep it away. The nut- 
megr must be renewed about once every 
six weeks. 
"Onions, sliced, pounded, and placed 


in a cloth and laid over the affected 
part, will draw out inflammation. A 
red onion, halved, and with one part 
slightly scooped out and the cup 
placed over a carbuncle or a boil will 
speedily remove the pus and has saved 
life. A red worsted string tied about, 
the neck will cure and prevent nose 
bleed. This last calls for some creduli- 
ty one might think, but 1 have seen it 
proved in one or two instances. 


"There are many more of thebtt sim- 


ple remedies in the north woods phar- 
macopoeia which the wise ones have at 
their fingers' ends; and if they are not 
more widely used, and money kept in 
the overalls o! the thrifty native, it is 
because a lenient and fortunate fate 
presides over the incomes of the Adi- 
rondack medicos "—N. Y Sun.
